Whatever appeared 
practicable in the way of legislation was 
attomptod, and when it became certain 
that tho powors enjoyed by tho Australian

As sufBciont white 
raeu for railway work wore not in tho 
country it waa evident that unlpas stops 
wero taken to induce white immigration 
that tho Chinese would comev Tno con- 
tractors could not reasonably be expect- 
ed to bring immigrants; like all employ- 
ers of labor they tJike wh-at thoy can get. 
My opinion iathat the government should 
have devised a scheme for white immi- 
gration in conjunction with the Domin- 
ion government, ho as to have left no
